VICTORIAS EXPOKTATION. 

A New wsiy of Siiiiigy^Iint; Cliiu- 
esv into the IJiiiU'tl StalvN. 

Ol^iratown was in a groat stfite of excite- 
niemt'^esteraay over the fact that ten Co- 
leatial females were possibly to be doprivad 
of the privilege of landing upon Undo 
Sam's soil. There wiis groat difficulty 
in obtaining inforniiition regarding the 
true facts of the case. As near aa could 
b(5 ascertained, the story runs about as 
follows:, Some months ago a Chinese wo 
iiBiirijc|iTlieifw)ai China on the steamer City 
o^Pefiing. Notwithstanding the fact of 
hor having bought a ticket for Victoria, 
she endeavored to effect a landing here. 
This proviiig unavailing, she went on to 
Viotoria. The next heard of hor she turn- 
ed up in Portland, Oregon, and accom- 
panying her were ten young Chinese girls 
and one female child. With emh of the 
girls was a. Ohinamiin, who represented 
himself as his companion's husband. To 
prove the assertion, each exhibited a cer- 
tificate of marriage, to whicli was attached 
tbe signature of a Victoria justice of peace. 

.Notwithstanding tliia tiio Ciovernment 
antfaocitias in Portland arrested the whole 
party and charged the men with having 
smuggled the women from Victoria into 
United States territory, while the women 
■were detained as having no legal right to 
bo in the country. What diaposil ion was 
made of these cases in Portland seems to 
be a matter of mystery to the officials here, 
•nd yesterday the whole party reached this 
oity'fijTtHi atearater Oregon, and landed 
on the dock at the foot of Spear street. 
Before the steamer's arrival a Chinaman 
approached tlio Customs Inspector ,1. C. 
Millan, on duty at the Oceanic wharf, and 
informed that gentleman that the women 
wore coming, and that thoy had no right 
to land. Miller immediately communi- 
cated with his superiors. In the mean- 
time the steamer oame to the dock, and 
the Ohinese women, with their alleged 
husbands, hurried oil' tlio ves-snl and were 
hustled into throe hacks. A Chinese in- 
terpreter was on hand, but being without 
authority could not prevent two of hacks 
from driving off the dock and up town, 
but the third was detained by him, he 
having, before its departure, received the 
necessary instructions. Inspector South- 
ard remained with the third carriage, 
wiiile the interpreter secured a convey- 
anoi atfd'went up town after the two that 
had departed. On Kearney street he 
found ono of the hacks, and the driver 
told him he had let the passengers out. 
Driving lip to Hinckley place, the inter- 
protor found three of the girls with an 
old woman walking along the street. Ho 
told.-tho quartet to get into the carriage, 
•which they did, thinking he. was to escort 
them^to their deatlnjition. ' As soon as the 
wome'n learned that they were being ||taken 
back to tho steamer, thoy set up a fearful 
howling, and finally atti^okod the inter- 
preter. Tho la'ttor.getting tho worst of it, 
jumped out arid sat with the driver, an-l 
tho women being afraid to make their 
exit while the carriage was in motion, ke|jt 
up their yelling and crying, and finally 
proceeded to tear up tho interior of the 
Yohicle. Arriving at tho wharf again, 
they for some time could not bo induced 
to come out, and aii> ono coming near tho 
dor was liable to be struck, tho weapons 
mod by the excited females being their 
ilioea. In their desperation tlioy continued 
their work of destruction, pulling tho 
blinds from the hack windows, tearing up 
the cusiiions, etc., while crying and yoU- 
}pg. Assistant Surveyor of Port Brown 
made his appearftnoo, and after consulta- 
tion ha directed that tho women should bo 
released , but upon what grounds could not 
bo ascertained more than that steps would 
be taken to have the whole matter brought 
■p in the United State? Courts if they can 
b^itound again, which is not likely. These 
women, from all accounts, were shipped 
direct from Chinn .to Victoria,. and;aa has 
beon;nccompli8hed it-was tho intention to 
havelhem to come into this county. To 
get them hero. Chinamen went from this 
city to Victoria, where thoy went through 
the form of marriage with the girls, and 
their proof of the ceremony rests in the 
certificates already mentioned. This is tho 
latest dodgo,..to;defoat the reatriqtion law, 
and unlcas the strong hand of authority is 
used to put a atop to it, the. importation 
of ahopioleaa foriiales will pssume propor- 
tions nndreiinied of. 

.Ibe,r^ i8,4io doubt that these Chinese 
made their entrance into the country by 
lUegal'ixieaiH. It is hardly probable that 



if the reverse was the case, ten newly- 
married Celestial couples would leave 
Victoria at ono time, arrive niysterioualy 
in Portland together, all to bo arrested 
there on the same charge, and then ar- 
rive in this city on the same day and on- 
tha same steamer, T;hen.^gain the alleged 
wives are all recently from China, while 
the alleged husbands are well-known re- 
sidents of this city. Tho hitter all are 
said to bo highbindora and really proprie- 
tors of honaes of ill repute. That tho party 
was coming was also well known, as was 
evidenced by their boin^ met on the wharf 
by notorious highbinders, Chinatown de- 
tectives and specials, etc.; and tho celer- 
ity with which their departure from the 
doot was taken— i'ti II Franciico L'allj 



SHAMJED TO SUICIDE. 



Tragic Ow«t'0"»4' «>i" l£<M'om 
Co'tvhidiiiK^ ol' Judse Kei«l 
ill Kviitii«-Ky. 

LoDisviLLE, Kyi, May IB-— A great 
State sensation is caused .to day by tho 
suicide of Superior .1 Lidge Richard Reid, 
lit Mt. Sterling, Kentucky. On the ICth 
of AprilJudge Keid was cowhiiled by .1 .1. 
Cornellson, a prominent barrister, in his 
law office at Mt. Sterling. Cornellscm 
accused the distinguished jurist of dupli- 
city in an important lawsuit and attacked 
him on that score. Judge Ileid made no 
reaiatanco and failed aftorwiivds to call 
him to account, although importuned to 
do so by his wifoand many of his frioiula 
He wrote a card at the time, in which he 
defined his action by declaring that he 
considered it beneath his judicial dignity 
and unbecoming a Christian to seek re- 
dress in a personal encounter. By many 
his course was approved. Others chariiml 
him with a lack of manly courage. Ili.t 
wife, who is a high-bred and high-spiritcMl 
woman, aa well us a most ambitious one , 
ia charged with' having robukod him bit- 
terly. It is said she tlireatonoJ to slioof 
Cornellson heraolf. All those things 
weighed upon the spirit of tho jurist, and 
to day the atl'air ended in a pitiable trag- 
edy. He killed Inni.selt at 1) o clock this 
morning, lie walked into tiio office of 
Judge Hreck at Mount Sterling and told 
the Judge that lie was sut^riHg from a 
severe headache, and would like to go up- 
stairs and lie down. Judge Ureck told 
him to go ahead, and thought no more 
about it, but wont out into tho street, and 
after the lapse of an hour wont upstairs to 
wash his hands and was horrified upon 
discovering Judge Reid dying, stretched 
out on the floor, his head lying in a pool 
of blood and a 38 calibre Smith & WoBSon 
pistol on the floor by his side. He im- 
mediately gave the alarm, and in a few 
momenta the people flocked to the office 
to view' the sad scene. 

A BULLETIN THE BKAIN. 

It is believed that J udge Reid stood up 
before the louking-glasa, put the pistol 
behind his right ear and fired, falling at 
full length on his back. Tho ball hiid 
passed straight through his brain, and 
struck the wall aonie distance from him. 
Coroner Jessee Orear was called in and 
summoned the following jury: William 
Mitcholl, Dr. C. \V. Harris, O. Thomaa, 
A. J. Iliwlings, VV S. Fletcher and B.T. 
Wyatt, their verdict being that he came 
to his death from a pistol shot, fired by 
his own hand. The following note, writ- 
ton on the back of a business card, was 
found on the bureau in Judge Brock's 
room : - - 

"Mad, mad; forgive me, dear wife, and 
love the boy." 

It is not signed, but it is the handwrit- 
ing of Judge Reid It is a singular fact 
that no one heard, the report of the pistol. 
The weapinijuB^d-by Judge Reid VYa» one 
he kept at his fiouse, but 'never carried, 
and appeared to have just been loaded. 

The family can hardly stand up under 
this blow. His wife is at homo sick, and 
received the sad news with almost un 
bearable -grief. Tho people stand in 
groups-and wonder why a man ao, bright 
and well-beloved should resort to thia de- 
plorable act. 

He had been aeon out on an election- 
eering tour over the district, and returned 
only three days ago. H is friends met him 
here, and after aconsultation and the lay- 
ing out of work, ho started out among 
those with whom ho had been raised with 
bright hopes, inspiring the thought that 
he would be the nominee of the party. 

Thocowhiding occurred on April lOtli, 
and the public ia familiar with the details. 
The newspaper controvery over tho affair 
has conttnuad'smce that time, and Reid 
was urged by thany to kill the man wh(j 
had so outrageously insulted him. So 
perplexing wa.s hia situation, and so hu- 
milial ing the poaition in which he was 
placed, tliat it la the opinion of many 
that the disgrace prej'ed constantly on 
his mind. The tragic result of the un- 
fortunate controv.eray -has completely da/, 
zled the public. There are many loiid 
expressions of condemnation of Cornell- 
son, and his poaition ia a thoroughly un- 
enviable one. Judge Richard Reid wa.f 
one of the moat prominent liiwyors and 
most popular politicians in the eastern 
part of the State. He was elected to the 
Superior 0Qurt;la8t year, and at the time 
of his death was making a race for the 
Court of Appeals, to succeed Hargia.

T^E CONFERENCE OF THE 
POWERS. 

The proposed conference of the European 
powers for tho purpose of conBidering tho 
tiuaiicinl difticulties in Egypt, isa subject of 
eousidernUo interest inasmuch as the 
French; chited by their success in China, 
are aniious also once uioro to have n hand 
in the affairs of Egypt. This tliey propose 
td^ bring about by eulargiut; the class of 
adbjecls to be eonsiiierca by the coufereiieo 
from merolv financial to political ones. Tho 
London J[uil says: "The object is manifest. 
They are jealous — not inuiaturally — of tho 
positiou England has attained in Egypt; 
they'ore aahamod of their own failure to do 
what duty enjoined upon theui in li8'J; 
they are resentful at the siibse(iueut aboli- 
tion of tho Dual Control; and thoy think 
they see an opportunity of re-establishing, 
not, indeed, the Dual Control, for ithat is 
adn'iitted to bo dead and buried, but some 
form of international ronduviiuiuhi in 
Egypt. It was tho duly of this country to 
undertake the restoration of order in Egypt, 
not primarily for tho Egyptian population 
or the Egyptian bondholders, nor, as Mr. 
Gladstone ingeniously argues, in conse- 
quence of any "convents" with the Khe- 
diveV but for" the simple reason that tho 
failllre to suppress Egyptian anarchy was 
certain to load to the oetablishment at Caircj 
of un influence, or influences, menaoing to 
the masters of India. The withdrawal of 
France left England free to carry out her 
own paliev in Egypt, and she spared no 
toil or cost to clear the ground. In spite of 
the utmo.^l reluctance to pass beyond tho 
bonds of Egypt proper, the government has 
been compeU'eil by the irresistible force of 
the some reasoning to interfere in tho Sou- 
dan. Europe had recognized the validity 
of our rights, whilo reminding us of our re- 
sponsibilities, and even France had given 
up the dream of resuscitating the U\uil 
Control. But now, on n sudden, it is sug- 
gested that the Egyptian administration 
may be most properly placed under the con- 
trol of all tho great powers. Among those 
who would thus divide the power and re- 
sponsibility for the government of Egypt 
England would be the weakest, because 
the most unpopular with the natives and 
the moat inapt for intrigue. If that be a 
position tolerable, or even tenable, by tho 
power which rules India and owns throe- 
fourths of the traftic passing through the 
lied Sea and tho Suez Canal, it is diifieult 
to understand on what grounds tho country 
has been induced to spend men and money 
and the largest share of its poUtical energies, 
duriua the past two years, in endeavoring 
to secure order in Egypt under the predom- 
inant influence of England." 

THE RELIEF OF GORDON. 

Mr. Gladstone aaya that tha govern- 
ment hold themselves responsible fur 
Gordon's safety. Yet only a few hours 
before his oariiost statement to that effect, 
some ton days ago, Lord Granville sent 
out a distinct refusal to afl'ord assistance 
in any form " at variance with the pacific 
policy which waa the object of his mis- 
sion." If private individuals were to 
fence with words, distort meanings, and 
evade plain answers in manner adopted 
by Mr. Gladstone, they would justly bo 
called diareputablo shulllors, if not worse. 
But because Mr. Gladstone has a slavisli 
majority of supporters and occupies a 
high position, we are asked to believe him 
an honorable man. Again, anyone who 
could in a cold-blooded way leave an 
oiniasary to his fate, would be stigmatized 
as heartless and unchristian liko. Tho 
United Service (iazotte says Mr. GluJatone 
does this, but because he has over on liia 
tongue words savoring of fervent piety 
and exalted philanthropy, bocatiae lie is 
ever babbling about peace, and usurps 
the duties of a clergyman by reading the 
leasoiia at Ilawarden, we are expected to 
view him as an upright, good, and feeling 
man. Infamous is tho only term to bo 
applied either to his conduct or his lan- 
guage, and it makes us blush for our 
countrymen that they have not with one 
acclaim called on him to resign. We 
' shall bt told tliat wo are personal, that 
we are abusive, that we write intom- 
perutely, and so forth; but what can an 
honest journalist do when he is in facu of 
aucii disgraceful proceedings, wlien lie 
sees hia country's honor dragged in the 
dust, and a noble-hearted, heroic soldier 
in danper of being sacrificed to the callous 
aolfishness, tho inordinate vanity, of one 
man. It is our duty to speak plainly, to 
speak strongly, to apeak loudly. But it 
is not only Gordon and his English com- 
rades who are in imminent peril, and 
who, for all wo know, may at this mo- 
ment be lying dead at Khartoum, whom 
tho governmont ought to consider Tho 
Egyptian garrisons and olHciuls, if imme- 
diate steps bo not taken — if not already 
too late — are almo«t certainly doomed .

A DKIJNKEN EARL. 

He Assaults a Railway Ofllcial 
and Gets a Broiieii Lcg^. 

Nkw York, May 30. — A cable special 
to tho World from London of May SOth 
says: Another soaiidaloua escapade on the 
part of an English nobleman is tho talk of 
the town to-day. This time the hero ia 
Earl Aylesford, well known in America as 
the owner of a ranch on the staked plains 
of Texts, on which ho resides most of tho 
time and where he has large herds of 
cattle. Ho haa lately boon prominently 
before the law courts of England in tho 
role of an injured husband, with tho 
young Duke of J\Iarlborough as the villain 
in the domestic circle, and has just sue- 
cteded in defeating Lady Aylesford's 
claim for alimony, on the ground that she 
has been guilty of "molestation" by ap- 
propriating his second'titlo,"Lord Ouern- 
aey," for her illegitimate son by tho Duke 
of Marlborough. 

Perhaps it was to celebrate this victory 
that he got intoxicated at the Derby yea 
terday, Dut,'at all events, ho was "drunk 
as a lord" when he came back from the 
races to London bridge in a third-class 
carriage of an o.xcuraion train on tho 
Dover and Chatham railway. The train 
waa crowded with roughs and a succession 
of small skirmishes took place between 
the guards and paaaongora all the way up 
to London. Lord Aylosford was not only 
drunk but pugnacious, and he absolutely 
refused to surrondor hia ticket to tlio in- 
spector at London bridge. The otlicial 
poraistod in his demand, and tho ncjble 
earl hit him on the head with a stout cane. 
A struggle ensued, in the conrae of which 
Lord Ayleaford was thrown heavily to tho 
ground. When he was picked up, it was 
found that one of his legs had been broken 
in two placQB, and he was carried to a cab 
and driven liomo. lie now Ihreateiis an 
action for damages against tho Dover and 
Chatham Railway Company, but if he 
attempts this, the company will undoubt- 
edly retort with a prosecution for assault 
and battery upon the inspector.

Ai'lival of the Steamer Amelia. 

YcHterdny noon tho .steunior Ainoliii, 
which formerly jilicd on WihiiiLigtou liny. 
Southern tlalifornia, arrived iK.'ie and moor- 
ed at Turner, Beoion it Co.'s wharf, having 
loft San Francisco on last Saturday week. 
In general buikl and wi/.o the Anittiia strong- 
ly resembles the steamer ICntorprise, though 
she h a somewhat lart,'er boat. Her Cali- 
fornia certificate, dated May '2'Jtli, IHS-t, 
states that she is 205.20 tons, and is allow- 
ed to carry 100 paHsengers; that she has 
three state rooms and iiight berths; that she 
was bnilt in 1863 at San Francisco of pino, 
divided by throe watei tiglit bulk-heads and 
that she is provided witli Die requisite life 
preservers, life boats, steam tire pump, etc. 

MACHINKllV. 

The Amelia has a beam engine (low pres- 
sure), cylinder Jd inclies diameter and (! 
foot stroke. Her boiler is 20% feet long 
and 9J'a foot diameter aiul was made in 
1883. The steam pressuro she is allowed to 
carry is 55 lbs. The boiler is placed bo- 
low the main deck. 

OBNEBAli ARRANUKMKNTS. 

The general arrangements of the Amelia 
aX6 the same as those of boats of her class. 
On the main deck on either side of the 
engine space there is good aecoininodation 
forfreight, and immediately aft is the en- 
trance to a commodious ladies' cabin with 
figured glass in the door frames. Otl' the 
cabin are three state rooms. Tlie liuish of 
the boat is in white, perfectly plain throngli- 
out, and the Indies' cabin is uo exception. 
Opposite to the hulies' cabin is the usual 
flight of stairs branching oil" on either side, 
leading to the saloon, which extends at least 
two-thirds tho length of tlu- boat, being 
only intercepted by the engine space in the 
eeiiixe. On the lauding of the stairway is 
a't&ll tiiirror in a blue and gilt frame. The 
saloon is upholstered in crimson plush; and 
it-la- comfortable and well lighted. In front 
of the wheelhouse is a large gilt American 
eagle resting on a rock with one claw on a 
largo globe, typical we preunme of "all 
creation." 

TIU; VOYAOK. 

Tlie Amelia left Han Francisco on Satur- 
day week at 8 o'clock in the evening, and 
on tho 2()th left Crescent City ; but on ac- 
count of head winds and a heavy sea 
anchored at noon. On llay 29th sho left 
at 4.45, and on Friday ;!Oth came to nncliur 
at Capo Argo itt 8 p. m. She left Cape 
Argo on Saturday, iMay Ulst, at 2 a. ui., and 
anchored at South Heads at It p. in. on ac- 
count of a strong N. W. wind. On June 
Ist she left tlie Soutli ifeads at 7.15 p. m,, 
and arrived hero yesterday at noon. The 
steamer Amelia has been purchased by a 
company of merchants of Nanaimo and 
others, and is intended to run between 
Nanaimo and this port. The steamer is 
commanded by Capt. John Koss, Mr. Mc- 
Laughlin being mate, and Mr. Beatty 
engineer.

She had 
acquired some money by hor husband'.i 
death, and she spent liberally in preaaing 
an appeal to the Home Secretary for a 
commutation of hor sentence to imprison- 
inont for life, or, if that were refused, for 
a reprieve of a fow weeks. To the very 
luat inomont Mrs. LeiHey believed that a 
reprieve ffuulii ha granted, and she waa 
not by any manner of means rsconciled tu 
her fate. When she first saw the hang- 
man in the pinioning-room she shrieked 
with terror and fainted. She was re- 
stored to consciouaneas, and the hungiuau 
began to prepare her fur tho gallows by 
pinioning her olboivs and fixing a atrap 
loosely around hor skirls, to bo tight- 
ened around her ankles after she had 
walked to the scaffold. Mrs. Leflley 
fought desperately to prevent these re- 
straints, and gave utterance to frightful 
yells, which were heard even outaide the 
massive walls of the gaol. On the way to 
the scaffold the scroama uf the condoninod 
woman werealinoat maniacal, nad drowned 
the voice of the prison chaplain, who waa 
reciting the prayers for the dying. When 
sho was placed upon the trap she contin- 
ued to scream and incoherently iivow her 
innocence until tho vvhitu cap was pulled 
down over her mouth and stirted hor 
voice. Then- the trap fell, tho woman 
waa dropped into the well, and in a few 
minutes was pronounced tlead, Tho usual 
intiueat waa held, and tho corpse waa 
buried in the gaol yard and ciivered with 
quicklime. Contrary Lo tlie u.snal cualum, 
no representatives of the press were ad- 
mitted to the gaol-yard, and very contra- 
dictory Stories are told by the medical 
men and other official witnesses of the 
execution. All tho facts as stated are 
admitted by all the wilnessea, but aonio 
of them state in addition that liaiiguian 
Binns was unnecessarily and barbarously 
brutal in his treatment of the unhappy 
woman. According to their statements, 
he knocked her down in the piniouiug- 
room, and choked her until her face waa 
livid, in order to stop her screaming. 
Tho Lundoii pupora generally condemn 
tho o.xcliiaion of tho press, and say thai 
this diagracoful acone furiiiahes another 
and quite autlicient roaaon for the dismissal 
of the drunken briatu Binns from his uQico 
of ofiBcial h'atigman .

If we could, the ocean ateamshiji 
could have all of her boilor-voiun aud ii 
great part of her coal-bunkers full of car- 
go, while tho niotivo power would not oc- 
(!upy more than half the room at preacnt 
devotiid to the heavy engines. Knormous 
sums wotdd be saved on eoust ruction, aiul 
tho cost of running wowld lie greatly re- 
duced." 

"Can not yoii got power enough bj chemi- 
cal electricity to run electric eugiiios?" 
"Certainly — all we want, and utilize it." 

"What is tho truth then''" 

"We can't feed our engines v.'ith money. 
In fact, it is money wo want, and fur that 
wo want tho power. '/Anc is just as much 
a combustible in the butteiy or jar as 
coal is in tho furnace. But coal develops 
seven times as much power as zinc, and 
zinc costs thirty-live times as much as 
coal, a difl'erence in oat per pound of 245 
to 1, or 24,500 per cent ."

Nihilist, nianircstoes,. Posted on 
■ ■ ''llie' Wails'dfMoscofw.'' ■ 

New York, May 28.— A cable special 
to the World from London of May 27th 
says: The Russian nihilists have renewed 
their activity and begun a new campaign 
of terrorism in the province 'of Moscow. 
Thoy have placarded that province and 
its capital %vith hundreds of copies of 
nianifestoos, convoying a throat of death 
to the Czar. As the placards were all 
posted on the same night and each person 
engaged in the work could have posted 
very few, owing to the necessity of avoid- 
ing the police, it is evident that the ni- 
hilists must have in their ranks a large 
number who are willing to risk their lib- 
erty in the prosecution of such an onter- 
priao . 

The proclamation reminds the Czar 
that he was warned in May, 1881, that if 
he would avoid the fate which had befallen 
his father two months before, ho must 
urant a constitutional form of government 
and an organized parliament, composetl of 
represoiitatives of the people. During 
tlie three years which have followed this 
warning, th«? proclamation says, the _ ro- 
volutionista.have suspended their agita- 
tion, but now that this warning has been 
so long unheeded, thoy inform the Czar 
that ho must prepare to be dealt with as 
pitilessly and roraovod aa suddenly as his 
father and predecessor. 

Tho police tore down the placards be- 
fore most of the .citizens wore stirring, and 
madeatrentti)aB .effort8,to find,,lihe perpona 
who printed and posted, thein. Many 
studenta of both ae.xea have been arrested 
on suapicion, and a thorousjh search has 
been made of the oflicos of the newspapers 
and printers suspected of dialoyalty. None 
of the peculiar typo used in printing the 
placards has been discovered, however, 
and the police believe it was melted im- 
mediately after being uaeji. ■
